Twain” on the matter, although he is 
not very good authority. Hear “Mark” 
for his cause : 

This day, three hundred years ago, 
the greatest of modern poets, William 
Shaspeare, commenced ; this day, two 
hundred and forty-eight years ago, the 
same quitagain. But while we mourn 
his untimely end, it is satisfaction and 
consolation to us to know that he is 


not forgotten, and that the homage due |_ 


to his genius will be offered at Ma- 
guire’s ra House, this evening, 
when his disembodied spirit will have 


- ah opportonity of secing one of his 


tragedies which he went most on, per- 
formed in a manner calculated to 
exceed the most extravagant expecta- 
tions of the deceased. The tragedy is 
“Othello,” and it will be powerfully 
cast and well played.
